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THE CANAL TOLLS BILL 


It is uot surprising that the United 


States senate has passed the bill exempt- 
ing American coastwise shipping from 
payment of Panama Canal tolls. A poll of 
the senate within the last two weeks 
showed that tn« measure would command 
a majority. The lack of any great moral 
leadership in the senate, the relatively low 
standard of intellectual capacity among 
its mcmbership-vaiid the abasement of con- 
science inspired by partisanship, all com- 
bined to make the senate insensible to the 
fact that in passing this bill it proposes to 
break the pledged word of the nation and 
to violate a solemn treaty obligation. On 
the side voting to cast our national good 
faith into disrepute we find Mr. Newber- 
ry and his $195.000 credentials. Messrs. 
Reed and'La Follette with their obvious 
hatred of England. Mr. Penrose with his 
high ethical ideals, and others actuated by 
•varying motives. Mr. Lodge was estopped 
from supporting the bill by his previous 
denunciation of iis compromising e'ffects. 
although there was nothing in the sen- 
ator's past record to prohibit him from re- 


v pudiating the position he had once taken. 


"While the division was not wholly parti- 
san, it was essentially political. t 


Some pressure.has been brought, includ- 


ing the advice of President Harding, to 
delay action on the measure until after 
the disarmament conference at "Washing- 
ton next month, on the theory that nothing 


. should be done at this time which might 


•give offense to Great Britain and thus en- 
danger the results of the meeting. 'This 
proposal only added to the duplicity of the 
scheme of those bent upon exempting 
American coastwise Chipping from tolls, 
regardless of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 
A program so obviously cowardly could • 
only enhance the condemnation the coun- 
try is certain to receive throughout the 
diplomatic world. If-we are to break a 
treaty, we should break it and take the 
consequences and not seek to profit by at- 
tempting to conceal our intentions. 


It is to be hoped the house will not post- 


pone consideration of the bill if the sen- 
timent in that body is for sustaining-the 
•senate.* The senate having taken its stand; 
tfie insincerity of the house in stalling for 
time would be apparent to everyone. In • 
that event Great Britain could only take it 
for granted that the United States meant 


- to repi^diate* the treaty and govern itself 


accordingly. Stupendous as are the issues 
involved in the disarmament conference, 
the principle of national honor at stake in 
the canal tolls bill is even greater so far 
as it relates to the United States. How we 
can go "before the conference and ask the 
world to believe in our professions of 
righteousness and a desire for peace in in- 
ternational dealings, and at the same time 
justify our breaking of a solemn treaty 
obligation is not easily comprehended. It 
would seem that the very foundation of 
disarmament lies in the sanctity of treaties 
and in the observance of good faith and 
honor as between nations. We do not sec 
how a reduction of armaments can rest 
upon any other basis. Moreover, the 


, 
world looks to the United States for lead- 
ership in this first step toward universal 
peace and toward relieving peoples from, 
the onerous burdens of military prepared- 
ness. Standing as we do today in a ques- 
tionable light before other nations by reas- 
on of our peace policies growing inunc- 
dirtToly out of the war. it can hardly be 
xiid that we shall be in a commanding 
moral position to initiate or advance the

* In endeavoring to measure the quality 
of the acl pending before congress wo, can- 
not help but contrast the state of present 
day politics with American statesmanship 
of 1h<» past, of the days when the first 
thought of our lawmakers and onr admin- 


I istralors was the preservation of national 


honor and good failh. Having broken faith 
with the Allies in Ihe making of a separate 
pcac<* it is perhaps logical that tre should 
break faith -with Great Britain to escape 


the distasteful requirements of a. treaty. 
Possibly iu both procedures we make, ma- 
terial gains, but if our matcralism and 
commercialism have carried us to the ex- 
treme of trealy breaking it is hardly likely 
that in the long run the profit in dollars 
will equal the loss in mocal prestige. 


We arc of the opinion that as purely a 


national proposition the Panama canal 
should be free to the use of American coast- 
wise shipping. The economic and com- 
mercial consequences are matters which 
should not govern federal policy in a ques- 
tion of this kind, for the simple reason that 
they arc sectional and individual, but un- 
til we can obtain an agreement from Eng- 
land to modify the Ilay-Pauucefotc treaty, 
a subject upon which we have not even 
approached her through the natural diplo- 
matic channels, it would be better \o con- 
tinue the handicap under which our coast- 
wise shipping is compelled to operate.

October 12 is the 429th anniversary of 


the discovery of America' by Christopher 
Columbus. All over the world it is cele- 
brated as Columbus Day. "What Columbus, 
sought was a short-cut route to India, by 
way of the westward ocean. What he dis- 
covered was more than a continent, it wa& 
a turning point in civilization and gov- 
ernment.

landed on the Island of Guanahani. West 
Indies, in the early "morning of October 
12. 1492. he opened the door of the laud 
that made government by the people pos- 
sible.

ABRAHAM THE CAPITAL OF 


LINCOLN 


Efforts are renewed vigorously to form 


a new state, to be known as Lincoln, of 
the eastern half of Washington and the 
strip of Idaho which lies between Wash- 
ington and Montana. In connection with 
the plan it is suggested that a new town, 
Abraham, would be built as the capital. 
Lincoln would be as large as Pennsylvania, 
almost as large as Iowa, or as large as Il- 
linois, Indiana and Ohio combined. Wash- 
ington, cut in half, would be the same size 
as Minnesota. Wisconsin or Missouri. 


Proponents of the plan argue that the 


western half of Washington and southern 
' portion of Idaho are commercial, while the 
territory which would comprise Lincoln is 
agricultural. Once a commonwealth is a 
going concern and flourishing, a division 
of territory is almost an impossibility. 
Every section has a material interest in 
the state, and the state has real interest 
in ev«»ry section. A state is more inclined 
to absorb than to relinquish .territory, 
property and taxes. 


The consideration would have to be vir- 


tually irresistible to induce "Washington 
and Idaho to part with large and prosper- 
ous districts. It is pleasing, however, to 
think of the state of Lincoln, with the ca- 
pital of Abraham.

It is quite a spell now since vitamins were in< 


vented and we don't know what they are yet. No 
chemist or physicist or physiologist has Isolated 
or identified or described vitamins, although numcr^ 
ous merchants arc marketing them. No chemist 
has found just what the pleasure is in tobacco, but 
a great many of us. users of it. arc convinced it is 
there. 


Candidly I don't know just how many different 


vitamins there were at the last census by the s 
enlists, but three kinds are" distinguished by these 
titles: (I) Fat soluble A, or antirachitic foctdr (pre- 
ventive of rickets): (2). Water soluble B, or anti 
neuritic factor (preventive of beri beri, the mul< 
tiple neuritis of the tropics); (3) Antiscorbutic fao 
tor (preventive of scurvy).

These food items contain fat soluble A factor: 


Butter. • cream, 'cod liver oil, mutton fat, beef or 
suet, peanut oil. margarin in proportion as it con 
tains animal fat. nut 
butters, livers, kidneys, 


hearts, sweetbreads, brains, fish, fish roe, raw milk, 
fresh eggs, dried eggs, entire wheat (as it comes 
from the thresher), fresh raw cabbage, lettuce, 
spinach.

Jt is estimated that the combined 


output of moving picture producers In 
this country is limited to 50 new sub- 
jects per week, while tho average 
weekly output of the "scenario-writing 
multitude is S.OOO. One large produc- 
ing company alone receives more than 
500 unsolicited ^scenarios every week. 
The-great majority of these are read 
by reading clerks who are paid any- 
where from $15 to $25 a week and 
are promptly relumed or thrown into 
the wastebasket. This is principally 
because they are incredibly bad. but 
also because the movies, while care- 
less and extravagant in many ways, 
are too cautious to take chances in 
producing original 
scenarios 
when 


they have at their disposal large num- 
bers of short stories and novels whose 
success has already been demonstrated 
by the sales^f publishers. 


This is not written with an idea of 


discouraging the amateur scenario 
writer—that would be impossible. But 
f .he really has a knack for plots and 
the energy to set them down, why 
not try another writing form? Many 
lisappointed scenarioists have already 
found solace in poVjtry. and now Pro- 
fessor Pitkin has another hopeful sug- 
gestion. He advocates the short story. 
'Thousands of earnest men and wom- 
en today are wasting: precious time 
trying to break 'Into pictures by writ- 
ing for them," he says. "They are 
trying to brtak through a locked door. 
Another door stands open to them 
just around the corner, but they fail to 
see it. 
f 


'Writing synopses or scenarios di- 


rectly for the moving pictures is in the 
:ong run a waste of time and for three 
reasons: 
"First: To sell your stories'to the 


movies you must show fully 
their 


dramatic or pictorial possibilities. This 
cannot be done in a skeletonized out- 
line. 
If you hear any one denying 


this, you may be sure that he knows 
nothing about story writing." A story 
dea must be "written out for show its 
full values. 


"Second: It is so easy to dash off 


tho incomplete idea of a movie plot 
n a few hundred words that thousands 
of'inexperienced writers are always do- 
ing it. 
Movie editors receive thous- 


ands of such 
contributions every 


week. It is thus impossible for these 
editors to read all these manuscripts, 
much less to judge them 
carefully. 


Not more than one in a hundred ever 
receives serious attention. This is not 
inybody's fault. The whole system Is 
ridiculous. 


\Viito the Story First 


"Third: It is commercially -waste- 


ful to submit scenarios to the movies. 
Any story Idea good% enough for the 
better movies Is good enough for the 
short story, and as a story^can gener- 
ally be sold to a magazine for more 
than a movie will give. Once sold to a 
magazine. It stands a much better 
chance of being sold to the movies. The 
full story shows its dramatic" values 
and a sale to the movies means double 
pay. Furthermore, a story sent to a 
magazine is almost certain to be read 
and considered. 


"The only exception to these re- 


marks Is the professional 
scenario 


writers employed by the motion pic- 
ture companies. 
The existence 
of 


these highly trained experts within 
the studios is "a natural result of the 
evolution of the-movies. 
It IM their 


duty to take stories, novels or plays 
which the companies have purchased 
and pick out the episodes that can be 
photographed, write explanatory titles 
and generally aVrangc tho material for 
screen production. 


"When story writers attempt these 


arrangements or 'continuity* as It Is 
called, they compete with these special- 
ists. It Is not worth doing. And the 
expert continuity writers In general 
find that It Is a wa-ste of their time 
to try *o Invent plots or write stories. 
For one thing. thoy,are too busy, nnd 
their mastery c-f continuity Is no puar 
antco of their knowing anything at 
all about creative writing. 


"JUt the story writer by all.means 


stick to his cratt.

f,cs«cs motion picture possibilities, the 
movies will find him out.

One scenario editor .of a large New 


York producing company Bays_ that 
tho amateur's first effort Is usually 
hln best, embodying' in all likelihood 
some personal experience of dramatic 
value in his own life. If the utter 
lack of art in dramatic composition 
does not completely obscure the dram- 
atic values of the "script", it may be 
accepted. Forthwith, the writer de- 
cides that he must be a genius, and 
no amount of future discouragement 
can make him doubt it. • Ho reflects 
that Ibsen was middle-aged before he 
achieved fame, that Voltaire was over 
50 before he produced his (best work. 
Perhaps he, too. is destined to win 
recognition pnly in his declining years. 
So he keeps on scenariolzing'. 


According to this scenario editor, 


dozens of expert mechanics, barbers 
and tailors have been ruined by the 
acceptance of a chance scenario. Hav- 
ing: been successful once, they 
can- 


not understand why they should not 
be again, and hence they devote their 
time and energy, which might be pro- 
fitably applied to their trades, to dash- 
ing off 'scenarios hopelessly lacking in 
"merit. Some, failing to "get their work 
accepted by established motion' pic- 
ture companies, vbut/never doubting 
their own high ability, have'squander- 
ed their savings as well as those of 
their trusting friends, in producing 
their own stories. 


A Martyr to Art 


There is the case of Tony, for ex- 


ample, formerly second violin in M 
moving picture orchestra, who firmly 
believed that" ho could write scenar- 
ios that would surpass most of those 
which he had seen on the screen. Mrs. 
Tony, who admired Tony very much, 
thought so too. So she let him have 
the money her father had left her in 
order that ho might found his own 
company, hire an expensive past and 
produce his own works of art. AH of 
this required so much more financing 
than they had estimated that 
Mrs. 


Tony's money was soon gone, and she- 
was rushing around frantically bor- 


from friends and^relatives. Aft- 


er the first contributions, it was com- 
paratively easy to get the friends 
and relatives to contribute more, be- 
cause they did not (wish" to see the 
ship go down carrying with it the 
money they had 
already 
invested. 


Thus, Tony was able to complete his 
picture. But—he is now hunting for 
some kind friends and^relatives who 
will buy it! 
a 


"Before the big feature picture came 


into vogue," says our friend, the scen- 
ario editor, "and the unit of motion 
picture entertainment was the single 


rcel—1,000 feet—there was naturally a 
greater number of subjects and the 
chances of the scenario writer were n 
little better. 
The compensation in 


those days, however, was ridiculously 
imall. -The scenario was the .least im- 
portant consideration in the making 
of a picture. I know of one director 
who used to gather his players in 
New York and take the ferry to Fort 
Lee, N. J.. where the studio was lo- 
cated. He wrote his own. scenario 
on his cuffs after the ferry left the 
New York side." 


For a long period the scenario re- 


mained an' extremely minor feature 
compared to the ,importance of the 
star. The public went to sec its fav- 
orite moving picture actors and ac- 
tqesscs regardless of the type of stories 
they appeared in; glaring discrepancies 
in the narrative did not bother them'. 
But gradually as the number of stars 
increased and the delightful novelty of 
moving 'pictures wore off. they began 
to turn a mildly critical eye upon the 
stories. Then the day of the scenario 
writer dawned. 
Companies started 


hiring individuals at',large salaries to 
do nothing but write scenarios for 
certain 'stars, 'while scenarios wcrc- 
loudly solicited from the general pub- 
lic. 
A moderately3 good scenario In 


those days brought from $200 to $1.- 
000 which Is a trifle higher than the 
rate paid today.' 


This period/ however', did "not last 


long. Soon it was seen that ,the best 
copy for long six-reel features was 
undoubtedly the popular novel, and 
the large companies started buying the 
picture rights cf well knciwn books. 
The scenario 
writer—especially 
the 


untmined. unknown scenario writer 
—lost out to the successful author. 
Even the scenario experts cniploycd 
by the largo producing: - companies 
ceased turning out original movie 
dramas and changed their "titles to 
"continuity experts." A few of them, 
rcfusinc to abandon original creative 
work, became directors. This is large- 
ly the way things stand today. The 
titmand for tho worlw of successful 
authors is still boomins and as there 
Is ovcry Indication that the supply 
will hold out indefinitely, it Is probable 
that the call for outside scenarios will 
not lw heard ngain for years to come.
